Mr. U Tin told Parliament that 
negotiations had already begun, 
between Burma and the Japanese 
and Pakistani Governments for 
payments to be- made at the old 
Sterling-dollar rates for all rice 
shipments prior to September 19. 
~ He said the price on subsequent 
shipments should be raised pro- 
portionately to Sterling's devalua- 
tion to the US dollar. 

He advocated Suspending all 
purchases from Japan until the 
Position is clarified. 

U Tin stated that other points 
needing ‘clarification were reser- 


ticipation in the overall sterling 
area payments, agreement between 
the Sterling area and Japan; and 
payment in Pakistan rupees for 
timber shipments to Pakistan. 

U Tin declared that if the is- 
sues are not favourably settled, ; 
Burma will divert rice and tim- 
ber to the United Kingdom, 
India, Cevion, Malaya and Hong 
Keng “should this be to our 
advantage.” 

He added; “We can also import 
the bulk of essential requirements 
from these countries.” 

The Finance Minister told Par- 
lament that Burma must continue 
her old relationship with Sterling
